The purpose of LB 269 is to harmonize the minimugnature requirements for certain petitions
relating to county organization and county librarid.B 269 accomplishes this by setting a
common standard that such petitions be signeddigtezed voters equal in number to five
percent of the voters registered in the counthafreceding statewide general election.

LB 269 establishes this common standard for tHeviahg petitions;

The rationale behind the common signature requintmseo bring uniformity and clarity to the
petition process. Furthermore, by requiring a nends signatures equal in number to a
percentage of those registered to vote duringtavstae general election, LB 269 sets a
signature standard that will be more reflectiveath county’s population.
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
